There's an interne ting coincidence In the fact that 
the 14-month-old J I Case Co strike in Racine, W lr. 
came to an end the same diy a group of congressmen 
told the House labor committee that compulsory a r­ 
bitration seems to be the only way out of labor diffi­ 
culties. 
The Case strikers, who lost more than $11,000,000 
in wages during the strike, returned on the same wage 
terms offered tiiein last October and without provi­ 
sions for a closed shop or compulsory checkoff of union 
dues. The strike was in reality a bittle of attrition In 
which the company was stronger than the union. Com­ 
pulsory arbitration would have prevented it. 
Unions and m anagem ent have express d what the 
congressmen call “horror" at the compulsory arbitra­ 
tion plan, but no one lias come forward w ith any thing 
better 
Under the proposal, when m anagem ent and 
labor agreed tc d tsag re, it would be the governm ents 
responsibility to see tha t the workers, having been 
denied their right to strike, had wage 
scab's 
and 
working conditions comparable to those in related in- 
dustrlfs. 
With the prospect of a telephone strike in thp not- 
too-dlstant future, and with the governm ent’s seizure 
powrr under the Smlth-Connnlly act having expired, 
the nation will need some measure to protect it from 
paraly zing tieups. Compulsory arbitration muy be the 
answer. Any body have a better Idea?
